For although 
in the Conqueſt of the tore-{aid lands , the Dutch as 
well as our Engliſh, were but auxiliaries vnto the Perfi- 
ans, yet becauſc they were pars magna laboris, they had 1 
ſay a great ſhare inthe labour and danger of this cx- 
ptoir, by way of reducement, and not improperly , it 
may bec fylde amongft the number of their atchiuc- 
ments. This Ri/bame or Rhiſme is a ſmall Tland, diſtant 
from Ormus ſome fourc leagues , and ſeparated from 
thence by a ſmall freto\the Sea , commonly called the 
ſound of Baſs. The Portingals had buile a ſtrong 
Caſtlcin it , manned with three hundred Chriſtians, 
and fue hundred Negroes, commauded by X»feyo their 
Goucrnour. Our Fleete vpon the 24.of lanuarie 16271. 
came within (hoc of the Caſtle , and plicd the Defen- 
danrs with diuers peales ef Ordnance , and by the fa.

Comming neare 
the Enemies Barreries, he nn + alltheir Ordinance to 
be diſcharged on their Caſtics and Platformes, and 
lanffing ſomie hundred men with their loug-boats,they 
took the'Patteriespreſently: the Marriners doing very 
good ſeruice in this affaulr with their Boate-hookes, 
Vponthis the Defendams bang outa flaggeof truce, 
and moſt of them quir the foreſaid places. . Bur the 
Vize-roy, perſiſts reſolute in defence of that Breach, 
whereupon himſelfe was ingag'd, and though hardly 
preſt by the Dutchyhe fights ir our to the vemoſt with 
ſome of the braucſt Caualeroes of the town. But when 
he ſaw atthe laft, himfelfe forſaken of all ſides; he fled 
towards his own Pallace: but in the way our Marriners 
& ſoldiers ceazed vpon his perſon ; who putring his 
ſword into his ſheath, delivered theſe words vnto the: 
I haue beene faitbfull vato my King,and if my men had 
not ſo baſely forfaken me, your forces ſhould not haue 
taken che Caftie ſofoone. Vpon the ſurrender: of the 
Caſtle, all theleffer Forts yarn theraſclues, and ac- 
knowledged the fortmmeo or; the which 
was the more happy in this z becauſe it was

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accompliſhed with lirtle effuſion of Chriſtian blood, 
there being nor flaine aboue forty common Souldi- 
ers, and one Capfaine, 

The tenth day of May , the Netherlanders went to 
ſurpriſe the Towne, but when they approached neerc 
the Ports, they perceiuedthat it was abandoned by the 
Inhabitants , ſo thatour Souldiers cntred withoutany 
reſiſtance. The pillage was great in Coyne, Plate, Ic- 
wels, and other rich moucables , which the Souldiers 
tooke out of the Houſes, Store-houſes, and Ccllars. 
Moreouner, there were taken 12000. Cheſts of Sugar, 
thirty Ships-laden witHfrich Marchandize,which lay in 
the harbour, and cightſhippes more sf the Spaniards, 
which arrived there fince , not having notice of the 
Durchmens fortunes and proceedings. 

The third maine lofſe which the Spaniards haue ſu- 
ſtained ſincethe expiration of the laſt trucehath beene 
at Lima,a famous Emporian and bauen Towne in Pers. 
This Prouince was firſt diſcoucred by Franciſco P:ſarro, 
afterwards Marquis of Aniwllo, and Dicgode Almagro, at- 
terwards honoured with the title of chick diſcoucrer 
by the Emperour Charles the fift 5 ro whoſe vic it was 
firſt conquered by theſe aduentrous Spaniards from 
Atapalipa and his brethren, right pretenders and inhe- 
ritours of the ſame. It hath on the Eaſt the Perunian 
mountaines, on the Welt Aſa re Pacificum, or del Sur, 
onthe North Cafiilie Awrea, and the Riuer of Peruw,from 


whence the Country taketh his name,and on the South 
it hath Chila for es, The length of it is from 


the Citic of Paſo, varotheProuince of Chili, one thou- 
ſand c:ght hungred leagues, as large as the leagues of 
* | Caſtilias 
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Cafilia. This Land is the ſeate' of qnany wonders: 
thence groweth that odorifcrous waed,, whole barke 
being incided,diſtils a meruailous fweer liquor, where- 
withif any annointa dead body , the carkafſe corrup» 
teth not.

Neereto a cape or point of land, commonly called 
Deſtabelena,there are found certaine Springs of Pitchor 
Tarre,ſeruiceable for the calking & trimraipg of Shi 
Here arc Rivers which cunne all day bue ſtand till at 
night, the redfon whereof is , becauſe theix current is 
maintaincd by the ſnowe, which me'ts a day time, bur 
keeezgth againe at night. It rayneth in the mountaines, 
by never, in the Plaines of 2oru, rhe afligned reaſon 
whereof is, that in the Plaines, and neerethe Sca coaſt, 
therebloweth all the yeare long one analy winde which 
the Mariners call Si/ze#ter, which runneth along with 
ſuchforcible violence , that the cloudes) and vapours 
can have no reſt in the middle Region ouer the plaine 
Country, Beſides other ſmall townes which the Chri» 
ſtians hauc in the Plaines, they haue five principle Ci- 
ties. The firſt is called 20/0, which ſtanderh very. 
neere the equinoQiall : this Citic is poore, and apt for 
diſcaſes,yer hath it ſome Mines of Gold & Emeraulds. 
Fifteene leagues within the Maine is another Citic 
called Ss. Micbeel, which in the Indian ſpeech they call 
Pura, This is a pleaſant foile and fruirfull, but there are 
no Mines of Golde nor Plate. Threeſcore leagues for- 
watd alongſt the coa(t ſtandeth another Citic ma val- 
ley called Truzalio , being diſtant from the Sca- two 
leagues. This Ciric is placed ina-plaine plot neerev0 
we Rivers 6deyand is abundantly prouided of W heat, 
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Mair, and Cumell. It is alſo exceeding wellbuile, an 
in iethcre are three hundred hquſhelds of Spaniards. 

The fourth chiefe Citie is, that of Arogwipe , com- 
monly called the faire. The ſoile necre vnto it ishealth- 
full, and aboundant of all kinde of vituals, ſtanding 
ſome 12, leagues from the Seca coaſt, vpon aRiuer that 
is faire and Nauigable, ſo that Ships of good burthen 
may come vp to the walls of che Cirie,by which means 
it is thought the habitation of this towne will encreaſe, 
It doth not onely ſupply her owne neceſſities; but ſerues 
the Citic of Caſco, and the Prouince of E&rhas, with all 
things needfullz from which places there is great re- 
ſort vnto Aroquipe,by reaſon of the frequent contraQta- 
tion here,tfor the golden metrall of Porofi. 

The fifth principall Citic exceeding all the reſt in 
beauty, ſtrength, and riches, is that of Zame ſcituated 
ina valley ofthe ſame name , ſome foureſcore leagues 
from Trugil/io. The Country there-abour is plentifull 
of Corne,and many forts of fruits and cattell ; the buil. 
ding of this place is ſuch, thatall the ſtreetes doe meete 
ina faire large place, from the which a man may ſee 
throygh every ſtreete into the fields, The dwelling is 
meruailons healrhfull , becauſe it ſtandeth in a tempe- 
rate climate, not affliged too much with extremities 
of heate and colde: the hotteſt ſeaſon of the yeare be- 
ing more temperate then that of Spaixe.For in the time 
of their Summer heate, there falleth cucry day in the 
morning a ſ{weete and cooling dewe , which is not 
hurrfull, but rather profitable for the health of man. 
For irbcing vicd by way of Lotion, it is good forthe 
bead aches and other diſeaſes, All Spanih fruit ” 
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eth and ptofperech well in this ſoile, eſpecially Oren- 
ges, Lemonds, Figges, Pomgraaates,and Vines,wher- 
of there had bcene great abundance , if the frequent 
broyles and tumules betweene the Spaniſh Souldiers 
had net hindred the labour and Plantation of the Huſe 
bandmen. 

This Citie is iudged to be the moſt pleaſant dwel- 
a. ny the Land, in reſpeR of the commodity of the 
ur, the great contraRation of Marchants,and the 
generallxeſort of the people of the maine Land , who 
come thirher from all parts , and buy their furniture 
,and prouiſion. From the Mines of this Prouince , is 
brought great ſtore of gold and filuer, The ſcituation 
of it is gecre the midſt of the Land as yet diſcouecred, 
for which cauſc the Emperour Charles {6 fifeh , placed 
there a Chaunceric royell, and Iudges to decide his 
ſubiccis cauſes, which alſo doth. encreaſe the conflu- 
_ ence of the people. Ir is ſeated rwo-leagues-from the 
Roade, commonly called Callce de Lima, or the Port of, 
Lims. Le Hermite Geaerall of a Flecte vader the States 
of rhe vnited Provinces, knowing how much i 
ning of this place might. accommodate the Hollan- 
ders, and incommodate the Spaniards, reſolucs vpon 
the attempt.

Spaniſh, and yer their loſſes to be farre infcriour vnto 
the others.”
